Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  privilege  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1968,  which  has 
again  been  compiled  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health. 

The  general  health  of  the  people  of  the  District  continued  at  a 
satisfactory  level.  A comparison  of  the  local  and  national  statistics  on 
page  10  confirms  this. 

The  mid-year  estimated  population  was  68,770,  an  increase  of  1,170 
in  twelve  months.  Of  this  increase  in  population  492  was  due  to  the  excess 
of  births  over  deaths  and  the  remaining  678  was  due  to  migration  into 
the  district. 

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  no  maternal  life  was  lost  due  to  childbirth, 
and  that  there  were  no  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  following  childbirth— a 
wonderful  tribute  to  the  efficacy  of  the  ante-natal  and  midwifery  services. 

There  were  no  cases  of  Poliomyelitis,  Diphtheria  and  Smallpox. 
Why  then  continue  to  urge  that  all  infants  be  immunised  against  these 
diseases?  Quite  simply  because  experience  has  shown  that  where  the  level 
of  protection  in  a community  falls  below  a certain  level  these  diseases 
are  liable  to  make  their  appearance  again.  Prevention  is  better  than  cure. 

This  Report  includes  details  of  the  work  of  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors.  They  have  a very  important  part  to  play  in  the  Health  Services 
of  a community;  their  vigilance  and  devotion  to  the  cause  of  health  is 
often  unspectacular  but  there  is  no  doubt  about  its  value.  For  instance, 
during  the  year,  as  a result  of  maintaining  a 100  per  cent  meat  inspection 
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service  at  the  nine  slaughterhouses  in  the  district,  a total  of  4 tons,  10  cwt, 
3 qtrs,  24  lbs  of  carcase  meat  and  offal  was  condemned  as  unfit  for  human 
consumption.  Is  it  possible  to  estimate  the  amount  of  human  suffering 
thus  prevented? 

1 wish  to  express  my  indebtedness  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Health  Committee  for  their  appreciation  and  understanding  and  to 
everyone  in  the  Health  Department  without  whose  efforts  nothing  would 
have  been  achieved.

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Report  of  the 

Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 


It  is  with  pleasure  that  I submit  this  report  of  my  thirteenth  year  as 
your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 

Meat  and  Food  Inspection 

The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  and  inspected  has  this  year  shown 
a slight  decrease  due  to  the  closing  of  the  Ruddington  Slaughterhouse 
operated  by  the  Nottingham  Co-operative  Society.  Overtime  work  at 
evenings  and  weekends  to  maintain  the  100%  meat  inspection  service 
has  again  been  necessary. 

The  high  standard  of  meat  inspection  was  aptly  demonstrated  by  the 
discovery  of  a beast  slaughtered  to  be  affected  by  foot  and  mouth  disease. 
This  prompt  diagnosis  by  your  inspectors  followed  by  immediate  action 
by  the  veterinary  staff  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food 
confined  and  prevented  the  spread  of  this  disease  and  the  payment  of 
compensation. 

The  absence  of  tuberculosis  in  bovine  animals  inspected  during  the 
year  justifies  the  steps  taken  to  eradicate  this  disease  by  the  Ministry. 

However,  unless  meat  is  prepared  under  hygienic  conditions,  the 
danger  of  salmonella  infection  may  arise. 

One  butcher  was  prosecuted  for  removing  offal  before  inspection  and 
using  dirty  implements  in  his  slaughterhouse.  The  Mansfield  Magistrates 
fined  him  £90  and  costs. 

An  ever  increasing  number  of  fetes,  rallies,  barbecues  etc.,  are  being 
held  in  the  district  but  unfortunately  no  prior  notice  of  these  functions  is 
given.  Thus  the  opportunity  to  inspect  food  preparation  and  washing 
arrangements  is  lost.  Advice  and  instruction,  whilst  readily  available,  to 
prevent  the  possibility  of  any  infection,  cannot  be  given  when  the 
Department  is  not  made  aware  of  the  time  and  date  of  these  organisations. 

Housing 

Slum  Clearance  operations  have  again  taken  a considerable  amount  of 
the  Department’s  time.  The  confirmation  of  the  Ilkeston  Junction 
Clearance  Orders,  embracing  91  properties,  following  an  Inquiry  into 
objections  from  owners  and  occupiers,  completes  the  largest  slum  clearance 
operation  to  date.  Industrial  development  of  the  site  should  now  follow. 
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It  is  anticipated  that  when  the  new  Housing  Act  comes  into  force  next 
year,  additional  financial  grants  will  be  available  for  Improvement 
Grant  work. 

Unfortunately,  if  the  Bill’s  proposals  are  confirmed,  local  authorities 
will  have  little  power  to  enforce  improvements  of  isolated  properties.  Past 
experience  seems  to  point  that  voluntary  improvements,  like  the  Council’s 
excellent  closet  conversion  scheme,  do  not  attract  great  enthusiasm. 

Cleansing  Department 

New  60  cubic  yard  compression  type  rear  loading  vehicles  were  put 
into  operation  during  the  year  and  proved  of  great  value,  particularly 
where  a long  haul  to  the  tip  is  involved.  The  capacity  of  the  vehicle  holds 
a full  day’s  work  of  refuse  which  has  cut  out  the  time  lost  in  running  two 
or  three  times  to  the  tip  which  occurred  when  smaller  machines  were  used. 

One  prosecution  was  taken  under  the  Public  Health  Act  1936  for 
disturbing  and  sorting  the  contents  of  the  Council’s  tip.  A £1  fine  was 
imposed  by  the  Magistrates. 

Another  prosecution  under  the  Litter  Act  1958  for  depositing  litter 
on  the  roadside  resulted  in  a £4  fine  and  costs. 

Work  Study  on  the  Refuse  Teams  was  completed  during  the  year  and 
it  is  hoped  that  a new  bonus  scheme  may  be  implemented  in  1969. 

The  problem  of  refuse  disposal  seems  to  be  always  with  us  as  tip  sites 
soon  become  filled  with  the  ever  increasing  amount  of  refuse  collected 
each  year. 

The  new  tip  at  Holme  Pierrepont  is  expected  to  be  available  next  year 
but  the  difficulty  of  operating  and  its  limited  life  makes  participation  in 
incineration  more  urgent. 

I must  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  for  their 
continued  support  and  to  the  staff  of  the  Department  my  appreciation  of 
their  loyalty  and  enthusiasm. 

To  my  colleagues  in  other  Departments — my  thanks  for  the  excellent 
co-operation  received  throughout  the  year.

During  the  year,  the  area  remained  as  constituted  on  1st  April,  1935, 
when  the  Nottinghamshire  County  Review  Order,  1934,  came  into  force, 
with  the  exception  of  the  parish  of  Clifton-cum-Glapton,  which  was 
transferred  on  1st  April,  1962,  from  the  Rural  District  of  Basford  to  the 
City  of  Nottingham,  under  the  Nottingham  City  and  County  Boundaries 
Act,  1951.  The  East  Midlands  Counties  Order,  1965,  caused  an  adjustment 
to  the  boundary  between  Nottinghamshire  and  Leicestershire  resulting 
in  a transfer  of  846  acres  to  the  County  of  Leicestershire.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

FOR  THE  AREA 

AMBULANCE  SERVICES  {National  Health  Service  Act,  1946, 
Section  27) 

The  Nottinghamshire  County  Council  are  responsible  for  the 
Ambulance  Services  for  the  whole  administrative  County  area.  The 
service  is  free  and  all  urgent  calls  for  accident,  sudden  illness  or  maternity 
are  answered  without  question.  Non-urgent  calls,  such  as  for  routine 
hospital  attendance,  are  only  accepted  if  supported  by  a recommendation 
from  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  hospital  doctor,  private  practitioner, 
nurse,  midwife,  dentist  or  other  responsible  person. 

The  Basford  Rural  District  is  situated  wholly  within  the  Nottingham 
Control  Area  for  operational  purposes  and  is  served  in  its  various  parts 
by  Ambulance  Stations  at  Arnold,  Eastwood,  Beeston,  Carlton,  Hucknall 
and  West  Bridgford ; the  latter  four  of  these  Stations  operate  on  a 24-hour 
basis. 

CARE  OF  MOTHERS  AND  YOUNG  CHILDREN  {National  Health 
Service  Act,  1946,  Section  22) 

Details  of  the  Ante-Natal  and  Child  Welfare  Sessions  run  by  the 
Nottinghamshire  County  Council  in  the  Basford  Rural  District  are  given 
on  page  16. 

MIDWIFERY  {National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  Section  23)

Gas  and  Air  Analgesia  during  child-birth  is  available  to  all  persons 
residing  in  the  Rural  District  of  Basford. 

It  is  very  important  that  an  expectant  mother  should  book  her 
doctor  and  midwife  very  early  in  her  pregnancy.  Names  and  addresses 
of  Midwives  can  be  obtained  from  the  Health  Dept.,  Rock  House,  Basford, 
Nottingham,  or  from  a Health  Visitor. 


HEALTH  VISITING  {National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  Section  24) 

There  are  fourteen  full-time  and  one  part-time  Health  Visitors 
employed  by  the  Nottinghamshire  County  Council  and  working  wholly 
or  partly  in  the  Rural  District  of  Basford  for  the  purpose  of  home  visiting 
in  order  to  give  advice  as  to  the  care  of  young  children,  expectant  and 
nursing  mothers,  persons  suffering  from  illness,  and  as  to  the  measures 
necessary  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infection. 

The  services  of  a Health  Visitor  may  be  secured  by  request  to  the 
nearest  County  Health  Clinic. 
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HOME  NURSING  {National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  Section  25) 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  twenty-four  nurses  on  the  Home 
Nursing  Service  who  work  in  the  Rural  District  of  Basford. 

The  service  is  free  and  a District  Nurse  will  always  do  her  best  to 
answer  an  emergency  call  without  waiting  for  formalities  to  be  completed. 
In  non-emergency  cases,  the  Nurse  will  attend  at  the  request  of  the 
general  practitioner. 


B.C.G.  VACCINATION  OF  SCHOOLCHILDREN 

Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis  was  carried  out  by  the  Medical 
OflScer  of  Health.  All  schoolchildren  of  11  years  of  age  and  over  are 
eligible. 

The  procedure  consists  of  a preliminary  skin  test  to  find  out  those 
children  who  would  benefit  from  the  protection  which  B.C.G.  vaccination 
confers.  These  children  are  known  as  the  negative  reactors  to  the  test. 
Those  who  have  a positive  reaction  are  not  vaccinated,  but  are  referred 
for  a full  chest  X-ray,  and  are  subsequently  kept  under  review. 

The  B.C.G.  procedure  is  thus  of  two-fold  value.  It  enables  those 
who  have  not  been  in  contact  with  the  tuberculosis  germ  to  be  vaccinated 
and  so  protected  for  the  future,  whereas  the  children  who  have  already 
been  in  contact  with  the  germ  can  be  examined  by  X-Ray  and  kept 
under  supervision.

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PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS,  CARE  AND  AFTER-CARE 

{National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  Section  28) 

Facilities  provided  by  the  Nottinghamshire  County  Council,  as  the 
Local  Health  Authority  under  Part  III  of  the  Act,  for  the  prevention  of 
illness,  care  and  after-care  are  summarised  below. 

Tuberculosis 

By  arrangement  with  the  County  Council,  the  Nottingham  and 
Nottinghamshire  Association  for  the  Prevention  of  Tuberculosis  carries 
out  valuable  social  work,  designed  not  only  to  facilitate  the  patient’s 
recovery  by  solving  the  special  problems  of  the  tuberculous  household, 
but  also  to  influence  the  domestic  and  working  environment  so  as  to 
minimise  the  chances  of  relapse  and  to  protect  family  contacts. 

The  County  Council  organise  domiciliary  visits  by  trained  Health 
Visitors,  and  arrange  rehabilitation  at  the  Sherwood  Village  Settlement. 

B.C.G.  vaccination  of  contacts  against  tuberculosis  is  also  available 
through  the  Chest  Physician,  employed  jointly  by  the  County  Council 
and  the  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

Other  Types  of  lUness 

{a)  Social  Worker  Service  to  help  and  advise  on  all  social  problems 
(including  general  care  and  after-care),  convalescence,  etc. 

{b)  Loan  of  nursing  equipment  and  appliances  and  provision  of  incon- 
tinence pads  where  necessary  to  patients  being  nursed  at  home. 

(c)  Convalescence  (not  involving  active  medical  treatment) — on  the 
recommendation  of  a general  practitioner  and  subject  to  contribution 
by  applicants  towards  the  cost  involved  according  to  their  financial 
circumstances. 

{d)  Infectious  Diseases — routine  visits  by  Health  Visitors  to  advise  and 
assist  in  the  prevention  of  spread  of  infection. 

(e)  Geriatrics — Employment  of  Geriatric  Nurses  to  assist  with  medical 
problems  of  the  elderly. 

(/)  Chiropody  Services  for  persons  of  pensionable  age  through  Old 
People’s  Welfare  Committees,  and  for  handicapped  persons  or 
expectant  mothers  on  individual  medical  certification  of  need  to  the 
County  Medical  Officer. 

(g)  Health  Education  including  courses  of  instruction,  special  lectures 
to  established  organisations  (including  the  use  of  films  and  film  strips) 
and  the  issue  of  pamphlets,  brochures  and  posters. 

HOME  HELP  SERVICE  {National  Health  Service  Act,  1946, 

Section  29) 

Home  Helps  are  provided  by  the  County  Council  and  are  available 
throughout  the  area  where  the  need  arises  in  a household,  owing  to  the 
presence  of  any  person  who  is  ill,  lying-in,  an  expectant  mother,  mentally 
defective,  aged,  or  a child  not  over  compulsory  school  age. 

In  maternity  cases,  a Home  Help  attends  daily  for  two  weeks  from 
the  birth  of  the  baby,  excluding  Saturday  afternoon  and  Sunday,  and  her 
duties  include  the  ordinary  domestic  work  such  as  cleaning,  cooking, 
washing,  care  of  children,  mending  and  shopping.

In  general  cases  of  sickness,  or  when  assisting  in  the  households  of 
old  or  infirm  people,  Home  Helps  undertake  such  of  these  duties  as 
may  be  necessary.  Part-time  help  can  be  arranged. 

The  charge  for  the  service  is  5s.  3d.  per  hour,  but  where  the  applicant 
is  unable  to  afford  this  amount,  the  County  Council’s  Scale  of  Assistance 
is  applied.

WELFARE  FOODS  SERVICE 

The  issue  of  Welfare  Foods  was  materially  changed  when  the  Govern- 
ment announced  that  as  from  1st  June,  1961,  Welfare  Foods,  other  than 
milk,  would  be  sold  at  prices  to  cover  the  cost,  i.e. — 

Orange  Juice — 1/6  per  bottle  (previously  5d.  per  bottle). 

Cod  Liver  Oil — 1/-  per  bottle  (previously  free  against  tokens). 

Vitamin  Tablets — 6d.  per  packet  (previously  free  against  tokens). 

Entitlement  is  restricted  to  nursing  and  expectant  mothers,  children 
up  to  five  years  old,  and  handicapped  children  without  the  need  for 
tokens  except  in  cases  of  hardship  when  tokens  for  free  supplies  may  be 
obtained. 

Applications  for  Welfare  Milk  tokens,  including  free  supplies  to 
which  all  but  two  of  the  beneficiaries  in  a large  family  are  entitled,  should 
be  made  to  the  central  milk  token  issuing  office  (Welfare  Foods  Service), 
Norcross,  Blackpool.

Homes  for  the  Aged 

The  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  places  a duty  and  responsibility 
on  County  and  County  Borough  Councils  to  provide  residential  accomm- 
odation for  persons  who,  by  reason  of  old  age,  infirmity  or  other 
circumstances  are  in  need  of  care  and  attention  which  is  not  otherwise 
available  to  them. 


For  this  purpose  the  Nottinghamshire  County  Council  maintains 
24  Homes,  all  of  which  are  fully  occupied.  Details  of  the  accommodation 
are  as  follows: —

The  homes  are  provided  for  elderly  persons  of  both  sexes,  including 
married  couples  who,  on  account  of  advancing  years  or  infirmity,  are  no 
longer  able  to  look  after  themselves  in  their  own  homes  and  have  no  one 
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able  and  willing  to  look  after  and  care  for  them.  They  are  not  intended 
for  sick  persons  who  need  constant  medical  attention  or  nursing  care, 
but  residents  suffering  from  minor  ailments  are  looked  after  as  in 
ordinary  households. 

A maximum  charge  of  £10.  7s.  8d.  per  week  is  made  at  present,  but 
residents  who  cannot  afford  to  pay  this  amount  are  required  to  pay  only 
what  they  can  afford.  For  example,  a resident  whose  only  income  is  a 
retirement  pension,  an  old  age  pension,  or  a Social  Security  allowance, 
keeps  18s.  Od.  per  week  for  personal  spending. 

Short  Stay  Accommodation 

Limited  facilities  are  available  for  the  accommodation  for  short 
periods  of  aged  people  normally  receiving  care  and  attention  from 
relatives  to  enable  such  relatives  to  have  a holiday  or  otherwise  to  have  a 
short  period  of  relief  from  their  responsibilities. 

Welfare  Services  for  the  Handicapped 

The  County  Council’s  Welfare  Committee  provides  a casework 
service  for  persons  with  a permanent  and  substantial  physical  disability 
under  the  guidance  of  professionally  qualified  caseworkers.  It  offers  them 
a wide  range  of  services  to  meet  the  needs  arising  from  physical  disability — 
occupation  in  the  form  of  outwork  or  handicrafts,  structural  adaptations 
in  the  home,  a variety  of  aids  and  equipment  for  use  at  home,  including 
patient  lifters  for  the  paralysed,  ejector  chairs  for  the  arthritic  and  talking 
books  for  the  blind.  Provision  is  made  for  holiday  grants  to  registered 
disabled  persons  and  short-stay  accommodation  is  arranged,  when 
vacancies  can  be  obtained,  for  those  who  need  care  and  attention. 

Sheltered  employment  is  provided  by  agreement  with  the  Ministry 
of  Labour  and  the  voluntary  bodies  concerned  at  the  Portland  Training 
College  and  the  Royal  Midland  Institution  for  the  Blind. 

Qualified  welfare  officers  for  the  deaf  are  available  to  help  the  deaf/ 
dumb  and  the  very  severely  hard  of  hearing  throughout  the  county. 
They  act  as  interpreters  whenever  such  assistance  is  required — at  medical 
examinations  for  example,  at  marriages,  baptisms,  court  hearings  and 
interviews  with  the  Police  or  other  officials  and  promote  the  provision  of 
clubs  and  other  social,  education  and  sporting  activities  for  the  deaf. 

Many  national  and  local  voluntary  organisations  co-operate  with  the 
Department  in  providing  equipment  and  services  for  handicapped  persons 
generally  or  according  to  the  kind  of  disability  they  have  and  the  need  for 
voluntary  services  is  referred  by  the  County  Welfare  Officer  to  the 
appropriate  organisation. 

Handicapped  persons  are  advised  to  apply  to  any  of  the  Social 
Welfare  Officers  or  to  the  County  Welfare  Officer  at  County  Hall,  West 
Bridgford,  Nottingham. 
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PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES 


GENERAL 

The  total  number  of  Infectious  and  Notifiable  Diseases  notified 
during  the  year  was  598  as  compared  with  528,  900,  462,  1,126  606  and 
908  in  the  six  years  immediately  preceding. 

These  cases  are  classified  according  to  age  groups  in  Table  No.  3 
on  page  48.

47  Visits  were  made  following  cases  of  infectious  disease.  Specimens 
were  submitted  for  examination,  and  houses  were  disinfected  as  necessary. 
In  co-operation  with  the  school  medical  service  of  the  Nottinghamshire 
County  Council,  contacts  of  school  age  were  excluded  where  appropriate. 

DYSENTERY 

There  was  1 notification.  Generally  the  disease  is  not  severe  in 
type;  it  is  usually  self-limiting  within  3 — 5 days.  It  is  spread  most  readily 
within  the  child  population  by  direct  contact. 

MEASLES 

During  the  year  534  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  as  compared 
with  a total  of  839  cases  for  the  preceding  year.  No  deaths  due  to  this 
cause  were  notified. 

PNEUMONIA 

1 case  was  notified  as  compared  with  10,  2,  4,  2,  and  1 in  the 
preceding  five  years.  47  deaths  were  due  to  this  cause,  the  corresponding 
figures  for  previous  years  being  23,  25,  29,  43  and  30. 
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POUOMYELITIS  (INFANTILE  PARALYSIS) 

No  case  of  polio  was  reported  during  the  year.  Vaccination  is  now 
available  to  everyone  up  to  the  age  of  40  years. 

Oral  vaccine  became  available  during  the  early  part  of  1963  and, 
with  few  exceptions,  is  now  in  general  use.  Supplies  of  vaccine  are  plentiful 
and  are  obtained  on  requisition  from  Nottinghamshire  County  Council 
Health  Department. 

During  1966,  972  persons  received  a primary  course  and  1,061 
received  a booster  dose  as  shown  by  the  table  on  page  24. 


PUERPERAL  PYREXIA 

In  1968  No  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified. 


SCARLET  FEVER 

23  cases  were  notified  as  compared  with  25,  36,  87,  22  and  18  in 
the  five  years  immediately  preceding.  The  disease  was  mild  in  type. 


SMALLPOX

B— SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

JOINT  DRAINAGE  SCHEME— SOUTHWELL  R.D.C.  and  BASFORD 

R.D.C. — Incorporating  the  eastern  portion  of  Newstead  Parish; 
work  on  the  contract  has  commenced  and  the  laying  of  the  main 
sewers  in  Ravenshead  Area  is  now  proceeding. 


EAST  LEAKE  AREA  DRAINAGE  SCHEME— Approval  was  only 
received  from  the  Ministry  to  the  Extension  of  the  East  Leake  Sewage 
Disposal  Works,  Installation  of  larger  pumping  units  at  Gotham 
Lane,  together  with  the  new  Pumping  Main.  The  contract  was 
completed  in  mid- 1968. 


CESSPOOLS 

The  Council  will  remove  two  loads  of  750  gallons  each  free  of  charge 
per  year  from  private  cesspools  in  the  District,  and  subsequent  loads  on 
request  at  the  rate  of  £1  Os.  Od.  per  load  or  part  load.  Three  cesspool- 
emptying vehicles  of  maximum  capacity  of  750  gallons  each  are  used  on 
this  service. 
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There  are  approximately  2,000  private  houses  and  150  council 
houses  in  the  district  with  cesspool  drainage  and  130  council  houses 
drained  to  small  sewage  works  and  emptied  by  the  Council’s  vehicles.

The  Council  has  resolved  to  provide  an  incentive  to  those  owners 
who  had  not  yet  made  conversions,  by  offering  to  pay  one  half  of  the 
expenses  reasonably  incurred,  subject  to  the  submission  of  an  estimate, 
and  the  final  account  for  inspection.

D— WATER 


Mains  water  supply  is  provided  for  most  of  the  Parishes  of  the 
Rural  District  by  the  City  of  Nottingham  Water  Department.  The  North- 
West  Leicestershire  Water  Board  has  taken  over  the  supply  previously 
afforded  by  the  Loughborough  Corporation  Water  Department  and  now 
supplies  four  parishes  in  the  southern  part  of  the  Rural  District’s  area. 
Leicester  Corporation  supplies  the  Parish  of  Willoughby-on-the-Wolds. 

Regular  inspections  were  made  of  the  two  water  supply  systems  in 
the  Parish  of  Newstead,  and  of  other  sources  of  water,  such  as  shallow 
wells  and  springs,  where  these  are  used  for  domestic  supplies. 
Bacteriological  examination  of  these  sources  of  supply  were  made  and 
appropriate  action  was  taken  when  an  unsatisfactory  result  was  obtained 
(see  Table  below). 

There  are  9 houses  in  the  Rural  District  without  a piped  water 
supply.
